REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Claims 21, 25, and 29-32 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art fails to disclose or reasonably suggest Applicant's claimed invention 
at least as claimed in independent claims 21 and 25. 

A relevant piece of prior art, Giemborek et al. (US 6,950,105), describes a 
system and method wherein at least one of a memory clock speed and a graphics 
processing engine clock speed are matched to current graphics processing 
requirements of the system. However, Giemborek fails to disclose or reasonably 
suggest Applicant's claimed invention at least as claimed in independent claims 21 and 
25. 

Another relevant piece of prior art, Williams et al. (US 6,397,343), describes a 
system and method wherein the frequency of a graphics pipeline clock is adjusted 
based, at least in part, on the amount of detected activity of an associated graphics 
pipeline. However, Williams fails to disclose or reasonably suggest Applicant's claimed 
invention at least as claimed in independent claims 21 and 25. 

Another relevant piece of prior art, Oliver et al. (US 7,234,217), describes a 
system and method wherein the frequency of a clock of a pipeline is increased if a 
downstream stage is stalled waiting for commands from an upstream stage. However, 
Oliver fails to disclose or reasonably suggest Applicant's claimed invention at least as 
claimed in independent claims 21 and 25. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
